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TOWERS OF POWER 


LICH developers reveal plans for luxury housing in Cobble Hill

Skyscrapers are looming over 
Cobble Hill. 

Developers of the former Long 
Island College Hospital complex 
unveiled two proposed designs for 
luxury housing on the property at 
a heated meeting of the Cobble 
Hill Association on Monday eve¬ 
ning, both featuring a building of 
at least 40 stories, which many in 
the packed-to-capacity room vowed 
to fight to the bitter end. 

“This is going to be a decade- 
long battle — this is war!” said 
one man during the presentation 
by Williamsburg developer Fortis 
Property Group. “Eighty percent 
of the people in this room are at¬ 
torneys and they will be up your 
a— every step of the way.” 

Much of Cobble Hill lies within 
a historic district, where building 
height is restricted to 50 feet — 
or about four stories. But the area 
in which Fortis plans to build is 
not restricted, allowing the devel¬ 
oper to erect buildings that will 
tower over other residences in the 
neighborhood. 

Fortis representatives first pre¬ 
sented one so-called “as-of-right” 
plan — which means it complies 
with existing zoning for the prop¬ 
erty — consisting of a 44-floor 
tower on the block bound by Atlan¬ 
tic Avenue and Hicks, Henry, and 
Pacific streets; a 19-floor build¬ 
ing one block over bound by Am¬ 
ity and Pacific streets; a 14-floor 
building on Henry Street between 
Pacific and Amity streets; and an¬ 
other 14-floor building on Hicks

Street at Atlantic Avenue, 
with lower residential build¬ 
ings, medical facilities, and 
green spaces filling out the 
rest of the complex. 

The reps then showed a 
second plan that they said 
the developer believes is more in 
line with community demands for 
the site, but is too dense to be built 
under current zoning. 

That plan calls for a 40-floor 
tower on Hicks Street at Atlan¬ 
tic Avenue; a pair of towers, one 
30 floors and one 20 floors, on 
the block bound by Hicks, Henry, 
Amity, and Pacific streets; and a 
16-floor tower at Henry and Pa¬ 
cific streets, as well as ground- 
floor retail, townhouses, medical 
facilities, and green space. 

And with that extra density, 
Fortis promised extra “public 
benefits” — including about 454 
parking spaces, 220 below-mar- 
ket-rate units, and possibly build- 
| ing a school in the complex. 

I But the second plan would have 

| to pass a land-use review process 
| so the property could be rezoned. 
5 And the Fortis reps warned that if 
the process drags on for years, the 
developer might just go ahead with 


the as-of-right plan that requires 
no community dialogue or rubber- 
stamp from elected officials. 

But many of the neighbors, who 
poured into the Cobble Hill Health 
Center just hours after a Commu¬ 
nity Board official announced the 
meeting, did not seem to like ei¬ 
ther plan. The crowd frequently 
broke out into jeers as Fortis reps 
gave their presentation. 

“Over my dead body!” one 
woman said in response to a ren¬ 
dering that showed the planned 
44-story building. 

The State University of New 
York agreed to sell Long Island 
College Hospital to Fortis for 
$240 million in June last year. 
The two parties were scheduled 
to close the deal on April 30, but 
a Fortis spokesman said it hadn’t 
happened yet. He refused to ex¬ 
plain why, but said the company 
expected to seal the deal within a 
matter of weeks.

City yet to fix slime problem

Indoor facilities at the McCarren 
Park Pool are slimy with water and 
salt damage because a contractor did a 
shoddy job when it renovated the con¬ 
struction before the 2012 reopening of 
the greenspace, a city-commissioned 
report charged. 

The interestingly named engineer¬ 


ing company Haks wrote the report in 
2013 at the behest of the city, which 
was baffled as to why the bathhouses 
were weeping white grime just a year 
after the pool reopened. 

But the city still has not fixed the 
bathhouses two years later, leaving the 
facilities covered with sticky stains, 
a situation park activists say is unac¬ 
ceptable. 


“This is a management issue plain 
and simple which the agency refuses 
to acknowledge much less address,” 
said Geoffrey Croft of New York City 
Park Advocates. “The lack of address¬ 
ing maintenance issues at the pool over 
the years is what caused it to be a $50 
million dollar renovation in the first 
place.” 

The city started construction on the 
Depression-era pool, which had been 
shuttered since 1984, in 2008, allocat-

Skating rink killed for next year

McCarren Park Pool’s ice is on ice. 
The city and the Open Space Alliance 
cancelled the McCarren Park ice rink for 
this coming winter, citing lukewarm in¬ 
terest in the wintertime pastime. 

Not many people actually showed 
up to skate, said the city, despite some 
initial excitement about the neighbor¬ 


hood getting an ice rink. 

“Due to limited use during the past 
two seasons, NYC parks and OSA mu¬ 
tually agreed to discontinue this con¬ 
cession,” said city spokeswoman Ma- 
eri Ferguson. 

The city first planned to ice down a 
space over the top of the McCarren Park 
Pool three winters ago, but the OSA failed 
to get the contract and equipment in place

in time in the chaos that ensued after for¬ 
mer executive director Stephanie Thayer 
stepped down. It finally opened in the 
2013-2014 season, but it only stayed open 
from mid-November until early January. 
In contrast, the outdoor rink at Prospect 
Park’s LeFrak Center is open mid-No¬ 
vember through late February. That rink 
will still be open this year. 

The city said it will put out a request 
to see if anyone is interested in making 
a McCarren Park ice skating rink work 
in future cold seasons. 


W’burg residents rally in fake park 

Quest for more green space at Bushwick Inlet intensifies

More than 300 Williamsburg 
and Greenpoint residents brought 
soccer balls, lawn chairs, and side¬ 
walk chalk to a glass-strewn street 
on May 16 in an attempt to push 
the city to make good on its de¬ 
cade-old promise to turn the wa¬ 
terfront storage facility lot into 
parkland. 

The residents at the rally near 
the burnt-out CitiStorage facility 
demanded the city stick to its word 
and add the greenspace to an area 


that desperately needs it. 

“I have two small boys and they 
need to run around and they need 
fresh air, and it is really hard for 
them to enj oy the community right 
now,” said Michael Moshan of Wil¬ 
liamsburg, whose sons played with 
racket balls, paddles, and a soccer 
ball on N. 12th Street last Satur¬ 
day morning. 

Back in 2005 during a contro¬ 
versial rezoning process, the city 
promised it would purchase the 
lot and others to build a 28-acre 
Bushwick Inlet Park. The city has 


since turned a seven-acre lot into 
park and purchased the other two 
lots to make the future size of the 
park 21 acres, but it has not moved 
to purchase the CitiStorage lot, 
which owner Norman Brodsky 
has claimed he could sell for up¬ 
wards of $500 million. 

Residents say they are cramped 
in the existing parkland and claim 
they are the victims of the city’s 
lies. 

“There are so many pebbles and 
so much glass here,” said Vaness 
Dilworth, who lives in Greenpoint 


with her two children. “We need 
more grass and less asphalt.” 

Representatives from several 
levels of government have tried to 
set up a meeting with Mayor De- 
Blasio or someone from his admin¬ 
istration, but they have received 
no response, said the politicians 
who were there on Saturday. 

“It is as though this problem 
does not exist at all,” said Assem¬ 
blyman Joe Lentol (D-Green- 
point). “This is not what a pro¬ 
gressive administration should do. 
They should build the park.”

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Home alone 

Activists: State neglecting 
seniors at Slope residence

The state has abandoned a 
group of vulnerable seniors 
in a Grand Army Plaza old- 
folks home, says a group of 
pols and activists who de¬ 
manded the New York State 
Department of Health provide 
money to pay for a temporary 
caretaker to run the embat¬ 
tled facility during a rally in 
front of Brooklyn Supreme 
Court on May 18. 

“We have called on Gov. 
Cuomo and the health com¬ 
missioner to step up and pro¬ 
tect these residents and they 
have failed to do so, and that’s 
why we’re here today, plain 
and simple,” said Council¬ 
man Brad Lander (D-Park 
Slope). 

At the request of the De¬ 
partment of Health, Brooklyn 
Supreme Court Justice Wayne 


Saitta ordered Prospect Park 
Residence owner Haysha De- 
itsch on April 10 to hand the 
reigns of the assisted-living 
facility over to Brian Rosen- 
man, a nursing home adminis¬ 
trator, for at least six months, 
because Deitsch no longer has 
a license to operate the facil¬ 
ity and had failed to address 
building, food, and sanitation 
violations, putting the resi¬ 
dents’ health and safety at risk, 
according to his ruling. 

Rosenman needs about 
$100,000 to keep the lights 
on and provide services to the 
seven residents living in the 
home, said a lawyer for the 
residents and their families. 
But Deitsch is refusing to pay, 
Lander said, so Rosenman has 
still not accepted the appoint¬ 
ment. According to Lander, 
the New York State Depart¬ 
ment of Health could front 



Deitsch the money — which 
it has done in previous, sim¬ 
ilar cases — but the depart¬ 
ment won’t open its wallet, 
saying that if Deitsch doesn’t 
pay up, Prospect Park Resi¬ 
dence should just close. 

But keeping the home up 
and running is exactly why 


Saitta appointed a temporary 
caretaker in the first place. 
Deitsch moved to close the 
home and quickly evict all his 
elderly tenants early last year 
so he could sell the building to 
a Manhattan investment firm 
for $76.5 million. But a hand¬ 
ful of the residents — includ¬ 


ing a Holocaust survivor, a 
member of the Tuskegee Air¬ 
men, and several centenarians 
— remained, and their rela¬ 
tives are suing Deitsch and 
the Department of Health to 
keep the facility open and cre¬ 
ate a new closure plan. 

Saitta has ordered Deitsch 


to keep Prospect Park Res¬ 
idence open while the legal 
battle continues, but the res¬ 
idents and their loved ones 
say Deitsch has been trying 
to force them out by cutting 
services, including serving 
poor-quality meals, dimming 
hallway lights, and dismiss¬ 
ing cleaning staff. Saitta ap¬ 
pointed Rosenman to take 
over the facility in part to 
s address these very issues, 
I according to the ruling. 

J Deitsch first applied for a 
S closure plan with the Depart- 
^ ment of Health in September 
o 2013, but continued taking in 
| new residents as late as De- 
| cember of that year. One no- 
•f nagenarian who moved in as 
i Deitsch was actively moving 
o to shut the nursing home has 
found the whole episode trau¬ 
matic, said a friend. 

“She moved in and ad¬ 
justed and was happy and 
then the owner told every¬ 
one to get out,” said Nancy 
Rich, whose 91-year-old pal 
Anne-Marie Mogil was fa¬ 
mously served a rotten or¬ 
ange at the home. 

The Department of Health 
declined to comment due to 
ongoing litigation.

M y astrologer tells 
me to let go of the 
panic. 

“You really have to let go 
of that, because it’s going to 
hold you back,” she says, in 
that calm, no-nonsense way 
she has. Is she from the Mid¬ 
west? I find myself wonder¬ 
ing, but I don’t ask. Maybe I 
knew once, but I forget. 

I write down what she says, 
as I do every six months or so 
when I talk to her, so I can re¬ 
visit her insights and advice. 
This advice, I know, I should 
repeat like a mantra. 

Don’t panic, don’t panic, 
don’t panic. 

It wells up in me, usually 
in the threes. I wake up with 
a start and check the clock. 
If I am lucky, it is closer to 
four, which I have grown to 
think of as a reasonable time 
to get up and move about. If I 
am not lucky, it can be in the 
ones, or twos. But there is no 
sense in lying there, worry¬ 
ing, right? 

When I get up, at what¬ 


ever hour, I try to center my¬ 
self and rid my mind of the 
disaster scenarios my sub¬ 
conscious has dug up in the 
dead of night. I need to calm 
down and focus, and the flick¬ 
ering light of candles helps, 
the scent of the Nag Champa 
burning soothes. 

I have to calm down, for 
my kids. 

“I’m stressed, all the time,” 
the little one told me noncha¬ 
lantly after his shower re¬ 
cently, as he carefully gelled 
his hair slightly up in front. 

Panic, panic. 

“Really?” I said. “Because 
you seem to handle it all very 
well.” 

I really didn’t want to dis¬ 
agree with him, to deny his 
feelings and his sense of re¬ 
ality. But he does seem to 
be holding it together, from 
where I stand. But that is the 
thing. We always stand out¬ 
side of someone else’s real¬ 
ity, even our own children’s. 
They were part of us once, 
ladies, yes.

and he knows that a little reas¬ 
surance is the fastest route to 
getting there. But I also know 
he’s right. They’ll be fine. 

Stressing over the finer de¬ 
tails, the “Did he get invited to 
that party, does he do well in 
math, how much does he really 
give it in baseball,’ is bound 
to come through to the kids. 
And my stress can easily be¬ 
come their stress. So... 

Don’t panic, don’t panic, 
don’t panic. I have to listen 
to the advice of my astrolo¬ 
ger, to my husband. I know if 
I believe, truly, that all is right 
with the world, I can make it 
so, if even in my own mind. 

And my own mind is a won- 
derful place to start.

C all me, Ishmael. 

A group of filthy- 
minded fiction writers is 
competing to pen the best erotic 
additions to the literary classic 
“Moby-Dick,” and the results 
will be judged live at the Bell 
House in Gowanus on May 28. 
The evening of lewd lit is bound 
to be some good, unclean fun, 
said an organizer. 

“It is a funny, raucous, peo- 
ple-doubled-over, not-preten- 
tious way to hang out,” said 
Amy Stephenson, the co¬ 
founder of Shipwreck, a se¬ 
ries of live shows where writ¬ 
ers skewer beloved books and 
battle it out in these “Competi¬ 
tive Erotic Fanfiction” tourna¬ 
ments. Stephenson hosts most 
of her events in California, but 
brings the show to Brooklyn a 
few times a year. 

The competition started a 
month ago, when Stephenson 
assigned different characters 
to about half-a-dozen writers 
and they have been furiously 
scribbling their salacious sup¬ 
plements to the story ever since. 
On the day of the show, the au¬ 
thors will hand the forbidden 
fruits of their labors to a pro¬ 
fessional actor, who will read 
each of the pieces so the writ¬ 
ers can remain anonymous. 
Then, the audience will rank 
all of the works and crown one 
the winner. 

One competitor said the night 
will be way more fun than a 
typical book reading. 

“A lot of the time, literary 
events are very dull and dry, but 
this is jokey and outrageous, 
with people falling on the floor 
laughing,” said Crown Heights 
writer Nate Waggoner. 

This isn’t Waggoner’s first 
time competing. When Ship¬ 
wreck took on “The Great 
Gatsby,” he penned a bawdy tale

about Gatsby’s yellow car. For 
“The Hobbit,” he wrote Smaug 
the dragon into an ill-fated af¬ 
fair with Yoshi from the “Super 
Mario Bros.” video games. And 
for “The Catcher in the Rye,” 
he had Holden Caulfield meet 
the cast of “Girls.” 

Stephenson said “The 
Catcher in the Rye” event was a 
particular favorite of hers. 

“I hated that book in high 
school,” she said. “I could not

| that crap, so it was a delight to 
S wreck it.”

Comedians pay tribute to weirdo band

F ive comedians, an author, 
and a member of Devo 
walk into a bar... 

A group of joke-makers and 
Devo superfans will gather 
at Fittlefield in Gowanus on 
May 28 to pay tribute to the 
35th anniversary the band’s 
classic album “Freedom of 
Choice.” The event, which 
will feature a cameo by band- 
member Gerald V. Casale, 
will double as a launch party 
for a new book about the al¬ 
bum, and the author said she 
hopes the night will help 
shine a spotlight on how 
important and influential the re¬ 
cord really is. 

“Devo is so, so much more than 
the ’80s one-hit wonder that some 
of the general public think they 
are — incredible musicians, po¬ 
litically subversive, hugely influ¬ 
ential to two generations of musi¬ 
cians and comedians,” said Evie 
Nagy, a life-long Devo fan and au¬ 
thor of “Devo’s Freedom of Choice 
(33 1/3).” “This album had the best 
story and was their most fun and 
productive period.” 

Nagy said she learned about the 
influence Devo has had in the com¬ 
edy world from “Saturday Night 
Five” star Fred Armisen, who 
wrote the book’s foreward. Ar¬ 
misen told her he had spent his en¬ 


tire career trying 
to master the “comedy that isn’t 
comedy” embodied by the men fa¬ 
mous for wearing red plastic “en¬ 
ergy domes” on their heads. 

“When I was thinking about 
what to do to celebrate the book 
release, I realized I wanted to do 
something more interesting or un¬ 
expected than just a reading or 
tribute concert, and the idea of a 
comedy show just kind of popped 
into my brain,” said Nagy. 

Devo showed would-be com¬ 
ics that being weird can be cool, 
according to one of the jokesters, 
who said she will use her set to 
explain impact the band had on 
her from an early age. 

“I remember seeing the ‘Whip 


It’ video as a kid and re¬ 
alizing, ‘Holy s—, these 
guys are very weird and 
they’re making a career 
of it,”’ said comedian 
Sara Benincasa, a Clin¬ 
ton Hill expat who now 
lives in Eos Angeles. “I 
want to talk about how De¬ 
vo’s general wackiness and 
individuality made me re¬ 
alize that one can be excel¬ 
lent and funny and smart 
and strange and not fit in, 
and that’s okay — in fact, 
it’s great.” 

Comedians Joe Garden, 
Fiam McEneaney, and Dave 
Hill will also perform on the 
night, which comedy writer 
Jake Fogelnest will host. 
Hill, who hails from Ohio 
like the original Devo members, 
said he still isn’t sure how he will 
honor the band — but he prom¬ 
ises it will be amazing. 

“I’m still sorting it out, but I’m 
pretty sure everyone is gonna end 
up pregnant,” said comedian and 
musician Dave Hill, who grew up 
in Cleveland. “I’m from northeast¬ 
ern Ohio like them, which gives 
me an edge over the competition 
as this s— is in my blood.”

Get a ‘Clue’ 



This is a different kind of murder mystery 
party. A group of improvisational comedians will 
turn cult-classic movie “Clue” — based on the 
beloved board game of the same name — into 
a live, interactive experience at Williamsburg 
bar-cinema Videology on May 30. The perform¬ 
ers all came together through their mutual love 
of the surprisingly funny film, which features a 
star-studded cast including Tim Curry and Mi¬ 
chael McKean, said the show’s organizer. 

“It’s a movie that people love so, so, so, so 
much, and especially comedians, because a lot 
of the cast are comedy idols and the entire movie 
consists of jokes,” said director Peter Smith, who 
lives in Bedford-Stuyvesant. 

“Clue Five!” will incorporate both on-screen 
and on-stage elements, Smith said. The ensemble 
will transform Videology’s screening space into 
a makeshift study akin to the one in the movie, 
and every time the characters in the film find 
themselves in that room, the performers will 
take the stage to act out the scene. The cast won’t 
steer too far from the original script, despite their 
pedigree as improv performers, Smith said, be¬ 
cause you can’t improve on perfection. 

“Because it’s so perfect, we’re not going to add 
anything special,” said Smith, who will be playing 
the role of the Butler, portrayed in the film by Curry. 
“We’re just creating another way to watch it.” 

The audience will also play along by taking 
a drink every time a character does — which 
is no small feat, he said. 

“In the movie, there’s a lot of drinking in¬ 
volved,” said Smith. “Alcohol is the silent char¬ 
acter in the movie.” 

“Clue” was a box-office flop when it hit screens 
for the first time in 1985, but has since developed 
a devout following thanks to its silly concept and 
stellar cast. The film has long been fan-favorite 
at Videology, which regularly hosts screenings 
where the audience can play the titular board 
games while they watch. Film fanatics always 
pack those nights out, said a Videology staffer. 

“There’s always been a lot of people very ex¬ 
cited about it,” said programmer Austin Kim. 

Smith and his cohort of “Clue”-loving come¬ 
dians didn’t even realize the film was already 
such a phenomenon at Videology when they 
approached the bar about doing “Clue Five!” 
But such is the film’s underground popularity 
in Brooklyn, said Kim. 

“It must be something that’s just in the wa¬ 
ter,” he said.

All fired up 



This circus won’t be in tents — but it will 
be intense. 

A Brooklyn circus troupe will celebrate its 
third birthday with a performance at Bushwick 
brick-and-mortar big-top the Muse on May 29, 
but instead of blowing out candles, it is going 
to light up the room with a performance of fire¬ 
breathing. And the performers have plenty more 
tricks up their sleeves, said the group’s creator, 
including aerial contortion, trapeze, acrobatics, 
and classic sideshow routines. 

“We wanted a show that really brings together 
all these different art forms,” said Noah Price, 
a fire-breather and the founder of the Gowanus 
Circus. “A lot of the shows these days have like 
five aerial people and nothing else, but circus is 
a lot bigger than that. We wanted to showcase 
many different types of talents.” 

Price started the Gowanus Circus with six other 
performers in 2012, and the troupe has recruited 
more members over the years, now boasting alums 
from the likes of Ringling Bros, and Cirque du 
Soleil. The group started out practising and per¬ 
forming at the Gowanus Ballroom, but Price says 
a risk-averse landlord soon gave them the boot, 
and the entertainers have been without a regular 
space since then, performing at parties and shows 
at different venues around the borough. 

Now the troupe is finally able to put down roots 
at the newly-moved Muse, which Price helped 
rebuild in Bushwick after Vice Media displaced 
its original space in Williamsburg. So the May 29 
performance will also be something of a home¬ 
coming, said Price, as well as a chance to show 
that Brooklyn circus is still going strong. 

“Our last set show was in January 2013, so 
this is sort of our return,” he said. “It’s also a 
chance to be like, ‘Hey, look at all these great 
spaces being built.” 

The huge new venue, which offers classes to 
kids and adults during the day, will also allow 
the troupe to attempt new death-defying dis¬ 
plays, said one performer. 

“People can expect a really broad showcase,” 
said trapeze artist Hanna Mandelbaum, who has 
been with the group since 2013. “The Muse is 
massive, so we have the capacity to do things 
that wouldn’t work in other places.”

D'town's Jewels by Satnick forced out by building sale

A family-owned jewelry 
business with more than 
100 years of history in and 
around Brooklyn Heights is 
closing and may be gone for 
good from the neighborhood 
if ownership can’t find a loca¬ 
tion with reasonable rent. 

The third generation owner 
of Jewels by Satnick, on State 
Street between Court Street 
and Boerum Place, said the 
building he is in now has been 
sold and he hasn’t been of¬ 
fered a new lease, and even 
though he would like to keep 
designing jewelry to the com¬ 
munity in which the business 
has been embedded for gen¬ 
erations, the times they are- 
a changin’. 

“I’m trying to work it out, 
but you can’t expect me to 
pay triple the rent I’m pay¬ 
ing now,” said Roger Sat¬ 
nick, whose grandfather 
opened Satnick and Sons in 
Williamsburg more than 100 
years ago. “I’m part of a dy¬ 
ing breed. With me will go 
a century of what this area 
used to be.” 

The younger Satnick 
blamed those rising rents 
and competition from national 
jewelry chains has made it 
difficult to relocate. 

“You just can’t compete 
with the big guys,” he said. 

That wasn’t the case when 
his grandfather Max Satnick 


arrived from Riga, Latvia, in 
the early 1900s, and began 
the business as a jewelry ped¬ 
dler, selling his wares on the 
streets of Brooklyn. Before 
long he had bought a build¬ 
ing in Williamsburg, where 
he opened the first brick and 


mortar iteration of the fam¬ 
ily business. 

Satnick’s father, Hartley 

— the only certified master 
watchmaker in New York City 

— moved the business to 50 
Court St. in May of 1960, and 
it was on these neighborhood 


streets where Satnick grew 
up underfoot with the mis¬ 
chievous offspring of other 
shopkeepers. Standing in his 
State Street store, Roger re¬ 
called another time, full of 
kids running around and beat 
cops tossing the troublemak¬ 
ers back into their parents’ 
stores by the seats of their 
pants. 

“We used to run these 
streets,” he said, pointing 
beyond the walls. “Every¬ 
body watched out for each 
other.” 

Roger worked in his fa¬ 
ther’s shop as a kid and re¬ 
turned in his late 20s after 
studying Jewelry Design 
at the Fashion Institute of 
Technology and apprentic¬ 
ing with other jewelry mak- 
S ers. He struck out on his own 
| for about seven years in the 
| late 1990s, but eventually re- 
| turned to the family business 
S around 2005 when his father 
was on the verge of closing 
| up shop, then on Joralemon 
| Street, and moving to Flor¬ 
ida. It was then that Roger 
moved the shop to its State 
Street location. 

For now, Roger said he is 
focusing on selling inventory 
and locating an office space 
where he can set up a studio 
and continue providing cus¬ 
tom gems to his loyal cus¬ 
tomers. 

The store will close on 
June 13. 


Two murders, two nights 

Men killed in separate incidents in W'burg, Bushwick

A pair of bloody mur¬ 
ders rocked Williamsburg 
and Bushwick on Monday 
and Tuesday. 

The first murder hap¬ 
pened on Monday evening 
on Park Street between 
Beaver Street and Broad¬ 


way in Bushwick. 

Police arrived on the scene 
at 6:27 pm to find 39-year- 
old Dennis Sanchez of 100 
Vanderveer St. dead from a 
gunshot to the face, accord¬ 
ing to a report. 

Police took him to 
Elmhurst General Hospital, 
where doctors pronounced 


him dead. Police are inves¬ 
tigating the murder and have 
made no arrests. 

At 12:19 pm on Tuesday, 
police arrived on Scholes 
Street between Humboldt 
Street and Graham Avenue 
in Williamsburg and found 
an unidentified man with sev¬ 
eral stab wounds to the stom¬ 


ach and chest. 

Emergency services took 
him to Woodhull Hospital, 
where doctors pronounced 
him dead. 

Cops did not reveal 
the identity of the dead 
man, since they have not 
yet been able to reach his 
family.

A Canal-side BBQ joint gets the OK

An outdoor barbecue joint 
slated to open on the banks 
of the Gowanus Canal this 
summer received a thumbs 
up from Community Board 
6 last Wednesday, despite 
an opposition campaign by 
neighbors who fear the venue 
will bring rowdy drinkers, 
late-night noise, and hordes 
of vermin feasting on barbe¬ 
cue scraps. 

“We’re taking a risk here, 
and I’m worried we are go¬ 
ing to end up leaving behind 
us a wake of sleepless nights 
and neighbors who suffer,” 
said Glenn Kelly, a Commu¬ 
nity Board member. 

The Community Board 
voted 26 to seven on May 
13 to recommend approval 
of a seasonal liquor license 
for Swan Dive, an open-air 
barbecue restaurant that lo¬ 
cal events venue mogul Akiva 


Reich plans to open for the 
summer in a lot next to his 
event space the Green Build¬ 
ing on Union Street at Bond 
Street. But the green light 
came on the condition that 
Reich scale back hours, hire 
an extermination service, and 
provide his cellphone num¬ 


ber to neighbors in the event 
of noise problems. 

Reich told Community 
Board members last month 
that he planned to launch 
a 22-table, 157-person ca¬ 
pacity alfresco eatery to be 
open through 2 am, six days a 
week, in a lot on Union Street 


between the Green Building 
and the Canal for the sum¬ 
mer period through Novem¬ 
ber, calling it a “trial run” to 
see if locals can stomach eat¬ 
ing ribs on the banks of one 
of the most polluted water¬ 
ways in the country, accord¬ 
ing to DNAInfo. 

Neighbors balked at the 
plan almost immediately, 
launching a Twitter account 
and a now-defunct Facebook 
page to urge others to voice 
their objections to the Com¬ 
munity Board. 

Reich responded to the 
concerns by submitting an 
amended application—along 
with hundreds of signatures 
from neighbors in support 
of the restaurant — that ad¬ 
dressed some of the major 
complaints, including agree¬ 
ing to close by midnight, 
keep the area rat-free, and 
that he will not play ampli¬ 
fied music. 

Reich’s promises and the 
Community Board’s condi¬ 
tions are not legally bind¬ 
ing, but the New York State 
Liquor Authority can opt to 
make them so if and when 
it grants the Swan Dive the 
permit to sell booze. 

The effort to respond to 


neighbors’ objections showed 
Reich’s willingness to work 
with the community, accord¬ 
ing to one Community Board 
member and local business 
owner, who said it was a 
case of “better the devil 
you know.” 

“What if he decides to sell 
the place and someone buys 
it who doesn’t care what the 
Community Board thinks?” 
said Lance Pinn, founder of 
Brooklyn Boulders, an in¬ 
door rock-climbing facility 
on Degraw Street at Third 
Avenue. 

Community Board mem¬ 
bers said they still have their 
reservations about the new 
venue, but even if opponents’ 
worst fears are realized, at 
least the eatery will be closed 
by fall. 

“We remain skeptical as 
to whether an outdoor space 
that accommodates 157 peo¬ 
ple can be successfully inte¬ 
grated into the community 
but our concerns are tem¬ 
pered by an understanding 
that this is a seasonal license 
that will remain in effect for 
a single season,” the Board 
wrote in its letter of recom¬ 
mendation to the liquor au¬ 
thority. 


Local dean killed in Amtrak crash

A Medgar Evers College 
dean was among the eight pas¬ 
sengers killed in the tragic 
Amtrak train derailment in 
Philadelphia on May 12, mak¬ 
ing the national tragedy a per¬ 
sonal loss for many Brook¬ 
lynites. 

Derrick Griffith, the Crown 
Heights school’s dean of stu¬ 
dent affairs, was a beloved fig¬ 
ure at Medgar Evers and in the 
community at large, remem¬ 
bered for his compassionate 
service to his students and his 
ability to inspire others. 

“He was someone that ev¬ 
ery student could go to,” said 
student body president Dex¬ 
ter Roberts at a candlelight 
vigil at the college last Thurs¬ 


day evening. “He was some¬ 
one who advocated for stu¬ 
dents when students didn’t 
have a place to sleep, didn’t 
have meals. He was a per¬ 
son they could go to and he 
would ensure they had some¬ 
where to sleep and that they 
had food.” 

Roberts recalled that Grif¬ 
fith once even gave him rent 
money so that he could afford 
to stay in school. 

An assistant professor said 
that Griffith had a special con¬ 
nection with the students he 
served. 

“He had a heart for stu¬ 
dents,” said assistant profes¬ 
sor of nursing Juanita Gonza¬ 
lez, whose class he spoke to 
the Monday before his tragic 
death. “He had a heart to help 


them grow and reach their 
goals in life.” 

The local councilwoman 
addressed the gathering of 
mourners at the school, which 


is part of the City University 
of New York system, and of¬ 
fered condolences on behalf 
of the entire Council. 

“All 51 members pause to¬ 


day in a moment of silence, 
because we recognize we have 
lost someone so beautiful to us 
who had given so much to the 
City of New York and to each 
and every one of you,” said 
Councilwoman Laurie Cumbo 
(D-Crown Heights) 

Cumbo also praised Grif- 
j? fith’s legacy as at the col- 
u lege. 

3> “With more than ten 
% years of service as an edu- 
J cator, Dean Derrick Grif¬ 
fith has touched the lives of 
thousands through his pas¬ 
sion for learning and the em¬ 
powerment of our youth,” she 
said. “The life and legacy of 
Dean Griffith will always be 
cherished through his invalu¬ 
able contributions to the field 
of education.”

Community board denies liquor licence, fears neighborhood ruckus

“This one seemed to be 
about rowdiness and against 
the values of people in the 
community,” said Commu¬ 
nity Board 1 member Jan 
Peterson. 

But the interestingly 
named Drawbridge said 
the venture, which was sup¬ 
posed to open this month, is 
just misunderstood. 

“I understand that it is 
a weird thing and they are 


not quite sure how we will 
function,” he said. 

Since the bar plans to also 
serve grilled food and des¬ 
serts — and rent kayaks! — 
Drawbridge said the own¬ 
ers will go ahead with those 
parts of the business until 
they can convince the state 
to grant them the full liquor 
license they requested. 

The bar owners origi¬ 
nally applied to the com¬ 
munity board for the license 
in March, but the licensing 
committee told them they 
did not have enough docu¬ 
mentation and to come back. 
The next time the bar came 


before the committee, it rec¬ 
ommended against granting 
it a license and the general 
board, which gets the ac¬ 
tual vote, agreed. 

The Community Board’s 
vote is only advisory, as 
the State Liquor Author¬ 
ity decides who gets and 
who doesn’t get liquor li¬ 
censes. 

But the Community 
Board’s denial means that 
the state now cannot just 
rubber stamp the license. It 
has to host a hearing, which 
it scheduled for mid June — 
a month after the bar was 
supposed to open. 


“It is an extra step and the 
board does weigh in the com¬ 
munity’s denial,” said state 
liquor authority spokesman 
William Crowley. 

Barge Bar owners say 
they are taking the delays 
in stride even as they fight 
against the dying of the city’s 
short warm season. 

“This is what it is like 
opening a business in New 
York City,” said Drawbridge, 
who used to work at the Fly¬ 
ing Pan, a similar venture 
on a barge docked on the 
Hudson River in Manhat¬ 
tan. “If anything opens on 
time, it is a miracle.”

ing $50 million to the reno¬ 
vation of the pool and its sur¬ 
rounding indoor facility. It 
added a new recreation cen¬ 
ter, office space, a gym, a 
community room, and mul¬ 
tipurpose room. 

But the contractors failed 
to properly seal the bond be¬ 
tween the new mortar and the 
brick, reads the report. 

“The masonry wall con¬ 
struction has many deficien¬ 
cies which do not allow for 
proper drainage of the en¬ 
trapped moisture,” says the 
report. 

The report put the blame 
for the problems squarely 
on the contractor and de¬ 
signer. 

“These deficiencies were 
caused primarily by poor 


workmanship during con¬ 
struction, but many of them 
can be also attributed to a 
deficient design and detail¬ 
ing,” it says. 

The city refused to say if 
and when it will fix the bath¬ 
house problem. 

“When necessary, New 
York City Parks has worked 
quickly to make repairs to 
the pool,” said Parks spokes¬ 
woman Maeri Ferguson. 
“The city commissioned the 
H AKS report to better under¬ 
stand structural issues con¬ 
cerning the McCarren Pool 
complex.” 

The city said the issues 
will not delay the opening 
of the pool, which is sched¬ 
uled for June 27 — and not 
on Memorial Day, which a 
lot of people think.

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Fest rewinds ‘Paris’ fete 

Celebrate Brooklyn answers gripes from queer activists

It is a Brie Arts Media- 
culpa. 

A Fort Greene arts or¬ 
ganization has promised to 
completely revise its enter¬ 
tainment lineup for a screen¬ 
ing next month of the docu¬ 
mentary “Paris is Burning” 
— which heavily featured 
transgender people of color 
as members of Harlem’s 
ballroom community in the 
late 1980s — after protest¬ 
ers launched an online cam¬ 
paign objecting to the fact 
that the event did not include 
any transgender people, peo¬ 
ple of color, nor members of 
the actual ballroom commu¬ 
nity. The organization openly 
admitted it screwed up, and 
promised to do better on its 
second attempt. 

“We have now done what 
we should have done when we 
initially planned the event: 
reached out to [queer and 
trans people of color] orga¬ 
nizations and individuals, 
and members of the ball¬ 
room community, to gain 
their insights and hear their 
ideas for the program,” said 
Brie Arts Media on the Fa- 
cebook page for the event. 
“We apologize for not hav¬ 
ing done so earlier.” 

Brie arranged the June 
26 screening of the doc as 
part of its annual Celebrate 
Brooklyn series of free con¬ 
certs and films in Prospect 
Park. The original lineup 
for the event, set to coin¬ 
cide with Pride Week and 
the 25th anniversary of the 
film, was slated to include an 
introduction by the film’s di¬ 
rector Jennie Livingston and 
a performance by musician 
JD Samson, both of whom 
are white and cisgendered. 
Protestors subsequently in¬ 
undated the Facebook event 
page with objections and calls 
for the screening to be can¬ 
celled, and last week, some¬ 
one launched an online pe¬ 
tition demanding that Brie 
immediately nix the event and 
apologize to the communities 
affected, garnering more than 
1,000 signatures. 


“This is an erasure of our 
communities which this doc¬ 
umentary purports to be rep¬ 
resenting,” said the lengthy 
petition on Change.org. 

Brie’s inclusion of Sam¬ 
son, best-known as a mem¬ 
ber of electro-clash band Le 
Tigre, particularly rankled 
some protesters, who allege 
that she has used language 
that is offensive to trans peo¬ 
ple in the past and also per¬ 
formed at the Michigan Wo- 
myn’s Music Festival, which 
had a policy of excluding 
trans women. 

“Brie’s descriptor of the 
event... mixed with JD Sam¬ 
son’s usage of anti-trans-fem- 
inine slurs and performing in 
trans-feminine-phobic mu¬ 
sic festivals ... led to discus¬ 
sions concerning trans-mi¬ 
sogyny, misgendering, and 
marginalization,” said Ash¬ 
ley Love, a trans woman who 
helped launch the online pe¬ 
tition. 

Samson announced on 
May 9 that she was drop¬ 
ping out of the show, claim¬ 


ing that Brie had not told her 
it was an event for “Paris is 
Burning.” 

“When I found out, I im¬ 
mediately started think¬ 
ing about the space that I 
would be taking up and the 
importance of highlighting 
the work of queer people of 
color in the program that 
night,” Samson wrote in a 
Facebook post. 

Samson wasn’t the only 
one to distance herself from 
the tone-deaf lineup. In a Fa¬ 
cebook post on May 10, Liv¬ 
ingston claimed she was not 
involved in the programming 
— though she said she had 
previously asked two people 
who appeared in the film to 
appear with her on stage, but 
neither had responded. But 
she apologized for not mak¬ 
ing more of an effort to get 
involved. 

“I have heard what many of 
you have written and realize 
now that, if they wanted an 
opening act, it was wrong of 
me to not to get more involved 
and make sure the opening 


act reflected the needs and 
feelings of the communities 
the film documents. And to 
make efforts to reach out to 
the communities to see what 
would feel right, or to get 
Brie to engage in that pro¬ 
cess,” she wrote in the post. “I 
truly regret and apologize for 
not considering how Brie’s 
final decision could feel to 
people.” 

Brie issued its apology on 
May 13, and said that it would 
announce a new lineup soon 
that will include queer and 
transgender people of color 
and members of the ballroom 
community. 

“We have continued to 
learn through our conver¬ 
sations, and we hope that 
new relationships and part¬ 
nerships have been seeded 
and will flourish,” said the 
organization. 

“Paris is Burning” has 
been the source of contro¬ 
versy in the past. Livings¬ 
ton released the film in 1990 
after spending years docu¬ 
menting New York City’s un¬ 
derground ballroom scene, 
in which mostly queer black 
and Latino people com¬ 
pete in dancing and model¬ 
ing competitions. The film 
was widely acclaimed, but 
some critics charged Liv¬ 
ingston with launching her 
career off the backs of poor 
people of color, who they say 
were not properly compen¬ 
sated for their participation, 
and were used as a spectacle 
for a white audience. 

Following the film’s re¬ 
lease, several of the doc’s sub¬ 
jects planned on suing Liv¬ 
ingston for a cut of the profits, 
but ultimately couldn’t mount 
cases because they had signed 
release forms, according to 
the New York Times. Liv¬ 
ingston, who won numer¬ 
ous awards for her doc in¬ 
cluding the grand jury prize 
at the Sundance Film Festi¬ 
val, eventually split $55,000 
among 13 of the performers, 
which she said was the plan 
all along.
